“Not exactly traditional Fourth fireworks

WILMINGTON - This year’s 
kick off to the Fun on the 
Fourth celebrations was flam- 

- ing hot on Friday. Literally. 

_ A fire broke out from a fryer 

-next to the Kiwanis. Club tent 

“on the Town Common on 
Friday evening just as the 
Fun on the Fourth celebra- 
tions were under way. 

Lieutenant Deputy Fire 
Chief John Brown said a call 
came in at 6:38 p.m. reporting 
the incident. Brown, Lt. 
Donovan and several fire- 
fighters responded to the call. 

“It looked worse than it was, 
as the saying goes,” Brown 
said. “Somehow the oil in the 
fryer ignited, creating a lot of 
black smoke. It looked quite 


spectacular.” 
Stephen Valenti, a 
Wilmington Community 


Television volunteer caught 
the spectacle on video, said 
he was taping the Kim Forte 
Ladies Two Mile Walk when 
he saw a crowd beginning to 
gather at the Kiwanis Club 
tent. When he saw flames 
shooting up over people’s 
heads he moved in with his 
video camera. 

“My first thought was to 
videotape it,” Valenti said. 
“So I moved right up to the 


fence around the tent.” 
Despite the commotion, 
Valenti said the crowd mostly 
stayed calm. 

“Some people-were question- 
ing if someone called the fire 
department, but most people 
just wanted to see the excite- 
ment of the fire,” he said. 

Brown said when the fryer 
ignited Kiwanis Club member 
Scott McGrath disconnected 
the propane tank from the 
fryer, which kept the fire con- 
tained. Another club member, 
Bob Martin, placed a stanless 
steel cover, to no avial, on the 
fryer. Because the fire was 
contained in the fryer when 
firefighters arrived on the 
scene, they were able to 
knock out the flames in less 
than 10 minutes. He said that 
while this fire was contained, 
most grease fires are very 
dangerous. 

“People must use caution 
when (cooking with grease). 
Make sure to follow the man- 
ufacturer’s rules and always 
keep a fire extinguisher in the 
kitchen,” Brown said. He 
added that the Kiwanis Club 
members who were using the 
commercial fryer that ignited 
were able to keep the fire con- 
tained because they followed 
the manufacturer’s rules and 
guidelines while using the 
appliance.

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School Committee confronts Facebook fiasco

WILMINGTON - Bowing to pressure 


from School Committee Chair Peggy 
Kane and Superintendent Joanne 
Benton, Vice-Chair Robert Hayes has 
shut down comments on his School 
Committee related Facebook page 
after one reader posted comments to 
which another took exception. 

The move to kill comments follows an 
initial pledge by Hayes to shut down 
the popular page altogether, though he 
decided to wait until a School 
Committee meeting Wednesday night 
to take final action, opting instead to 
plead his case to the rest of the seven- 
member board. In the end, the board 
largely supported Hayes and his 
efforts to increase transparency with 
residents and encourage positive par- 
ticipation in the schools, but not before 
an hour-long conversation with mem- 
bers speaking candidly about con- 
cerns, especially with regard to reader 
comments on a page that in some 
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measure represents the Committee. 

During his research and preparation 
for the meeting, Hayes was unable to 
find any other School Committee with 
a policy governing its own use of social 
media. With very little available in 
terms of policies for School 
Committees to govern themselves, this 
board began tangling with an issue 
that will likely confront other policy- 
making elected officials in the near 
future. 

Throughout the meeting Kane repeat- 
edly iterated that she found little value 
in Facebook and does not see how the 
utilization of social media aligns with 
the duties incumbent upon a School 
Committee. By her own admission, 
Kane does not participate in social 
media and only became aware of mat- 
ters raised based on screen shots 
emailed to her from constituents. 

“How does the use of Facebook have 
anything to do with our responsibili- 
ties?” asked Kane, referring to hiring 
the Superintendent, policy and budget. 
She kept an open mind, encouraging

Ev Harnden's 'Little Gun' 
had a big reputation

A Parker 12-gauge shot- 
gun that had belonged to 
Annie Oakley sold at auc- 
tion last month in Texas for 
$143,400. Parker shotguns 
have become very col- 
lectible. 

Annie Oakley (1860-1926) 
became world-famous for 
her shooting and starred in 
Buffalo Bill's Wild West 
Show for many years. The 
shotgun was auctioned in 
her great-granddaughter's 
estate. 

Another Parker, a 16- 
gauge shotgun, is said to be 
second in value only to the 
Annie Oakley gun. Everel 
Harnden of Tewksbury 
owned it. The Parker 
Company in Meriden, 


Conn. manufactured the 
pun in 1889.

Everel Harnden (1829- 
1900) grew up. in 
Wilmington, a fifth genera- 


tion descendant of Richard. 


Harnden, who settled in 
what is now North 
Wilmington about 1665. For 
many years, Everel lived in 
the old Richard Harnden 
house on High Street, over- 
looking the Andover Road. 
Everel was a grandson of 
Lt. Benjamin Harnden, one 
of four brothers who fought 
in the Revolutionary War. 
Everel's brother, Henry, 
was the man who tracked 
down Jefferson Davis after 
the Civil War. 

By 1880, though, Everel 
had moved to Tewksbury, 
where the Oakdale Mall is 
today. It is not known what 
happened to the old house 
in Wilmington, but another 
house was built on that site 
about 1890.

"The silt of time has oblit- 
erated most of the devious 
channels by which 'The 
Little Gun' reached the 
square New England farm- 
house at the crossroads, 
that, years before, had 
served as a stagecoach tav- 
ern on the old Boston and 
Lowell turnpike. But there 
it came, after, I imagine, 
some careful figuring in 
which the price of spring 
"muskrat' pelts and hand- 
picked cranberries were 
involved. It was about 1893 
that 'The Little Gun' 
became the prized posses- 
sion of Everel Harnden, 
farmer, stone mason, trap-

"Just why he laid aside 
the old Tonks and the more 
modern ten-gauge, side- 
snap Hollis, and bought a 
sixteen to shoot foxes with, 
no one knew," Foster wrote. 
"Local fox hunting gossip 
had it that Ev Harnden was 
probably losing his grasp 
on good judgement, to put 
it delicately." 

At first, friends would 
stop by to heft the gun. 
"Gee-rifus Ev!" they'd say, 
"she don't weigh nothing’, 
does she?" One man said 
that for a couple of russet 
apples, he'd stand back to 
and let anybody shoot at 
him at 20 rods. 

The fame of "The Little 
Gun" became immortal the 
morning that Ev_ Harnden

and Elbridge Gerry stood 
in the same cart road, and 
their dogs drove a fox 
straight along the edge of 
Deacon Pillsbury's wood 
lot. Gerry swung onto him 
with his twelve-bore Scott 
when the fox came oppo- 
site. He lowered his gun 
without shooting, deciding 
it was a hopeless shot. Ev, 
20 rods farther on, had the 
fox at the same distance. 
He waited for him to 
stretch out at the top of a 
jump and dropped him in a 
heap, using only the left 
barrel. 

Gerry paced it off, slowly 
and somewhat dolefully. 

"Ev," he said, "that was 
nigh on to 54 honest yards, 
and, by the power o’ mud, 
that was the thunderin' est 
shot I ever hope to see!" 

William Harnden Foster 
inherited "The Little Gun" 
from his grandfather. It is 
still in the family. 


Ballot 
havoc 
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deadline for Murphy to 
withdraw from the 
Thursday, Sept. 6 primary 
has passed and his name 
remains on the ballot. 

According to Town Clerk 
Amy Warfield, any 
Democrat running a write- 
in campaign would win the 
nomination if he/she gains 
the most votes and the 
total is at least 150. 

If Murphy is top vote-get- 
ter, he would be the nomi- 
nee, but could withdraw 
from the November con- 
test. In that instance, the 
town Democratic commit- 
tees in Burlington, 
Bedford, and Wilmington 
would be able to select a 
replacement to represent 
the party on the ballot in 
November. 

Warfield said her infor- 
mation is based on discus- 
sions with the secretary of 
state’s office. She said she 
has also been in contact 
with her colleagues in 
Bedford and Wilmington as 
election officials try to sort 
through this unique situa- 
tion.

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posted factual information 
such as the topics and sub- 
stance of meetings impact- 
ing the schools, upcoming 
meetings, and praising the 
efforts and successes of 
Wilmington staff, teachers, 
and students. 

“It was not an opinion 
page.-It was just the facts,” 
said Hayes. “I think it is 
important to differentiate 
between opinion and fact 
finding.” 

Benton said she suggested 
a month ago to stop the 
comments to the page, 
believing that would go a 
long way. She also expressed 
her dismay at comments 
sometimes made on 
Facebook in general saying, 
“Hurtful comments ~ are 
made online from time to 
time. I don’t think it is funny 
and I don’t appreciate it.” 

“T have to tell you that as 
Superintendent, that some 
of the things said about 
teachers is very poor. But it 
is hurtful and it shouldn’t be 


. happening. That’s a part of 


Facebook and I don’t want 
to be a part of it,” said 
Benton. “I think having a 
venue where people can 
send in anonymous com- 
ments or forget about the 
communication and go to 
you [School Committee 
members] because they 
don’t like the answer, then 
that’s not a good use of your 
time.” 


While members agreed 
that Facebook can be mis- 
used, in some cases by peo- 
ple with agendas interested 
in twisting comments 
around to suit their argu- 
ments, most seem to agree 
with Manny Mulas when he 
said, “Social media is impor- 
tant right now. We are elect- 
ed officials; we have to look 
at social media as a positive 
thing, not a negative thing. 
There have to be restrictions 
so it cannot be taken away.” 

“That high school might 
not have happened if it 
weren’t for social media. 
How quick did the informa- 
tion get around about going 
to meetings? Text messages, 
email lists, it was based on 
2lst century information,” 
said’ Mulas. “To not have 
communication with the 
town, with the people who 
vote. for us, isn’t the right 
thing.” 

Member Kathleen Carroll 
said she was nervous about 
people misusing Facebook, 
though she agreed it is good 
to have “something for com- 
munication.” 

To which Mulas replied, 
“You cannot take away 
things that are being mis- 
used. It has to be con- 
trolled.” 

Hayes did tell his fellow 
members “he felt pressure 
to shut the page down.”

their noses and ears grow 
too. Noses and ears are 
made of cartilage and 
grow from the day you are 
born until the day you die. 
Look at pictures of grand- 
parents. Their ears and 
noses are larger than 
when they were in their 
early 20’s and 30’s. 
There are three parts to 
the ear; the outer ear, the 
middle ear and the inner 
ear. The outer ear has 
funny ridges that channel 
sound into the ear canal. 
When you cup your ear to 
hear better, you are 
adding to the ear and 
actually you are increas- 
ing the amount of sound 
or volume that enters the 
ear canal. 
The ear canal channels 
the sound to the ear drum which moves the three tiniest 
bones in our body. The bones are called the ossicles: 
the malleus (hammer), incus (anvil), and the stapes 
(stirrup). These bones move back and forth in the mid- 
dle ear which is supposed to be filled with air. When a 
child has an ear infection or fluid, the air is replaced 
with fluid or mucous. The fluid keeps the bones from 
moving properly and the sound is not transmitted to the

studying the exposure routes 
and patterns of contami- 
nants in the Maple 
Meadowbrook Aquifer which 
affected the Wilmington 
drinking water supply. 

“To make sure that the 
funding is there to help com- 
plete the study regarding the 
occurrence of childhood can- 
cer is of the utmost impor- 
tance in helping to defeat 
this insidious disease.” 


* Wilmington is scheduled to 


receive $12,756,412 in local 
aid as part of the $32.5 bil- 
lion state budget now on 
Governor Patrick’s desk. 
That includes $10,653,176 in 
Chapter 70 education aid, 
which represents a $467,069 
increase in funding com- 
pared to last year. 
Wilmington will also receive 
$2,103,236 in Unrestricted 
General Government Aid to 
help pay for other essential 
municipal services, an 
amount that will be directly 
appropriated to the town and 
not contingent upon end-of- 
yéar surpluses or reversions. 

“Funding for our municipal 
governments and school sys- 
tems is consistently a priori- 
ty in my work on the state 
budget, and I am pleased 
that that priority is reflected 
in a Fiscal Year 2013 budget 
document that provides 
additional resources for such 
things as police and fire pro- 
tection and. education,” said 
Tarr. 

This year’s budget provides 
for $4.171 billion in Chapter 
70 aid for the 
Commonwealth’s cities, 
towns and school districts, a 
$180.3 million increase over 
last year’s funding levels. 
This includes $145 million to 


ensure that all-school dis- 
tricts reach their foundation 
budget; $18.4 million to pro- 
vide all districts with at 
least $40 more per pupil than 
last year; and another $16.8 
million in aid targeted to dis- 
tricts. that receive less than 
their target share in educa- 
tion aid. , 

The new budget also fulfills 
the state’s commitment to 
special education services 
by fully funding the Special 
Education Circuit Breaker 
and providing a 75 percent 
reimbursement rate for 
school districts for students 
whose costs rise four times 


above the foundation budget. — 


The $28.8 million in addition- 


al funding included in this 


year’s budget brings total 


spending for this line item to 
$241.9 million. 
In addition, the budget 


includes $45.5 million in 
funding for regional school 
transportation, representing 
a $2 million increase that 
will provide school districts 
with a reimbursement rate 
of 59.5 percent. Another 
$11.3 million is included in 
McKinney-Vento reimburse- 
ments for communities and 
school districts to cover the 
costs associated with the 
transportation of non-resi- 
dent students, along with 
$3.5 million to fund the so- 
called “pothole” reserve 
account, which provides 
assistance to communities 
experiencing extraordinary 
increases in their minimum 
required local contribution 
to school funding. 

Governor Patrick is expect- 
ed to sign the new budget 
into law by the end of this 
week. 


Tierney denies 
knowledge of 
gambling 


‘BOSTON (AP) — A broth- 

er-in-law of U.S. Rep. John 
Tiérney blasted him on 
Thursday after being sen- 
tenced to three years in fed- 
eral prison for his role in an 
illegal offshore gambling 
business that led to charges 
against Tierney's wife and 
eVentual prison time. 

‘The Salem News and the 
Boston Herald reported that 
Daniel Eremian said outside 
the federal court that 
Tierney is "a liar" and 
"knew everything." 

A spokeswoman for 
Tierney said the comments 
were "bizarre, unsubstanti- 
ated and false" and a result 
ofa family grudge. 

The newspapers reported 
that Eremian said _ of 
Tierney, "He knew every- 
thing that was going on. He 
sat in the boxes with bookies 
at*Fenway Park." 

"Daniel Eremian spent the 
last several years telling 
anyone who would listen, 
including a federal judge 
and jury, that he was inno- 
cént of charges the govern- 
mient accused him of com- 
mitting," said Tierney 
spokeswoman Kathryn 
Prael. "Now he is claiming 
both to be innocent and that 
John Tierney should have 
known that he was guilty. 
His claims lack both credi- 
bility and logic." 

Patrice Tierney served a 
30-day jail sentence last year 
after pleading guilty to aid- 
ing and abetting the filing of 
false tax returns for another 
brother, Robert Eremian, a 
fugitive who has been indict- 
ed on illegal gambling and 
money laundering charges 
for running Sports Off Shore 
ih Antigua. ' 

‘Patrice Tierney testified 
that she and her husband, a 
Democrat from 
Massachusetts’ 6th District 
who is facing a re-election 
challenge from Republican 
Richard Tisei did not know 
that Robert Eremian was 
running an illegal gambling 
operation. She said she was 
managing a bank account to 
lelp him care for his chil- 
dren. 

‘John Tierney has said his 
wife. was betrayed by her 
brother, believing his 


income came from selling or 
licensing software to legal 
Internet gambling business- 
es. 

The two newspapers 
reported that Daniel 
Eremian believes his sister 
was forced to enter a plea 
agreement with federal 
prosecutors to save her hus- 
band's political career, and 
said that for Tierney "to 
throw my sister under the 
bus for his career was 
wrong." 

"It shocks and saddens me 
to learn that my brother 
would say something so 
utterly false about me and 
my husband in a moment of 
desperation and anger," 
Patrice Tierney said in a 
statement. She said her hus- 
band "has been nothing but 
supportive." 

"It is demeaning for my 
brother to infer that I am 
not intelligent enough, even 
with the counsel of a well- 
respected lawyer, to make 
my own decisions," she said. 

John Tierney's GOP chal- 
lenger, Richard Tisei, said 
Eremian's comments raise 
questions about Tierney's 
fitness to serve. Tierney has 
previously said Tisei was 
unfairly bringing his wife's 
case into the race. Tierney 
was re-elected in 2010 less 
than a month after his wife's 
guilty plea. 

Eremian, of Boca Raton, 
Fla., and co-defendant Todd 
Lyons, of Beverly, were con- 
victed in December of rack- 
eteering, conspiracy, operat- 
ing an illegal gambling busi- 
ness and wire act offenses. 
Eremian was acquitted of 
dozens of money laundering 
charges. 

Lyons was sentenced to 
four years. 

Prosecutors have said the 
business employed about 50 
gambling agents in the 
United States who had hun- 
dreds of customers. They 
said the business laundered 
more than $10 million in 
checks and wire transfers. 

Eremian and Lyons were 


ordered to report to the. 


courthouse on Friday to 
begin serving their sen- 
tences. Lyons and his attor- 
ney had previously declined 
to comment on the case.

famed upside-down kiss 
between Maguire and 
Kirsten Dunst in the origi- 
nal.

may be. + 

That should get anyone’s 
spider-sense tingling. 


“ROCK OF AGES” 
GRADE: ** 

You don’t have to be a fan 
or even like the music of the 
1980s to appreciate the 
effort that went into making 
“Rock of Ages.” 

What should impress you 
is the commitment and ded- 
ication of a cast. of veteran 
actors giving their all to 
their roles, and performing 
their own songs - even if the 
film itself isn’t that great 
overall. 

The movie, adapted from 
the Broadway musical of 
the same name, stars 
Julianne Hough as Sherrie 
and Diego Boneta as Drew. 

Sherrie is a Midwestern 
girl who hops on a bus to 
make her way to Hollywood 
seeking fame and fortune as 
a singer. Within minutes of 
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arriving, she's mugged and 
then rescued by well-mean- 
ing Drew, who's currently a 
bartender at the Bourbon 
Room, a famed nightclub 
and music venue, but really 
wants to be a musician, too. 

The Bourbon's flailing 
under a wave of financial 
distress, and its owner, 
Dennis (Alec Baldwin), and 
his. sidekick — (Russell 
Brand) are at their wits' 
end. There's. also the 
mayor's ultra-conservative 


wife (Catherine Zeta- 
Jones), who's aiming to 
shut the club down. 


Enter Stacee Jaxx (Tom 
Cruise), star of mega-band 
Arsenal, who's launching a 
solo career. His manager 
(Paul Giamatti) has prom- 
ised to hold Stacee's first 
show at the Bourbon. Can 
Sherrie resist the pull of 
Stacee, her rock god? Will 
she and Drew survive as a 
duo, in love and in music? 

The first 15 minutes of 
the film are terrible, and 
you'll wonder whether 
you're in for a cheese-fest 
that will have you feeling 
sorry for all of the big 
names who are aboard this 
vessel. 


The movie is campy, and 
the translation from 
Broadway to the screen can 
be awkward. But the music 
("Pour Some Sugar on Me," 
"I. Can't... Fight © ‘This 
Feeling") is enjoyably sing- 
alongable (if that’s a word). 
And most of the perform- 
ances are winning. So 
before you know it, you're 
(sort of) won over. 

The best part of the film 
is Cruise. As Jaxx, a myste- 
rious rock star oozing with 
sex appeal he's seriously 
appealing. Cruise, no sur- 
prise, commits entirely to 
the enterprise, and comes 
off looking like he should 
have been onstage singing 
in the 80’s istead of dancing 
across movie screens in his 
underwear. 

Cruise walks off with the 
film. He understands what 
is required of him as Jaxx, 
playing it as an amalgama- 
tion of many of the era’s 
biggest rock icons. 

The storyline has been 
altered from the Broadway 
production to a more 
straightforward boy-meets- 
girl, boy-loses-girl, boy-and- 
girl reunite story, set 
against the backdrop of Los 
Angeles’ Sunset Strip and 
its infamous Bourbon Club. 

Don't take Rock of Ages 
too seriously, and you'll 
have fun.

and by-laws for the club. Next, 
they all signed a document 
expressing their desire to form 
an association and placed the 
paper in the window of a local 
gun shop hoping others would 
sign, as well. 

Eventually, with enough 
signatures, the Mass. Rifle 
Association was adopted on 
December 2, 1875, with the first 
meeting held a week later. 
Some of the first members 
were Dr. Hazelton, Sawyer, 
William Jackson, Charles 
Sanborn, E. G. Osgood, George 
Adams, E. M. Messenger, and 
F. R. Shattuck. 

A week after the first meet- 
ing, a charter was granted by 
the Commonwealth. By 
December 17, the association 
met again, this time to adopt a 
set of by-laws and officers and 
directors. Dr. Hazelton became 
the first president of the Mass. 
Rifle Association, with 
Lanborn as vice president, 
Shattuck as treasurer, and 
Sawyer as secretary. 

By the new year, of 1876, the 
association had a balance of 
$17, plus applications for 12 
new members - each with $3 
attached. As it went along, 
and the club continued to gain 
members, the Board of 
Directors was increased from 
seven to 15 (a number that 
remains today). 

Once formed, the associa- 
tion held its first “official” 
shoot on New Year’s Day, 1876. 
It took place at Spy Pond in 
Arlington, near the union army 
training camp at Camp 
Sheppard. Supposedly, mem- 
bers of the club had already 
begun shooting there even 
before the first “official” shoot. 

After searching for a place 
to call its own, the Mass. Rifle 
Association eventually settled 
into a lease with Boston & 


» Lowell Railroad company on 


September 21, 1876 for an area 
in Woburn known as “Walnut 
Hill.” After clearing the area, 
the first “match” took place on 
November 16, 1876. 21 marks- 
men took shots at targets made 
of cast iron that were bolted 
together 200 atid 300 yards 
away. Four years later, the 
association changed to paper 
targets. 

In the fall of 1878, the MRA 
constructed its first shooting 
house. Its third shooting 
house, built in 1891, is still a 
part of the existing club house. 
It cost more than $3,000. 

By the beginning of 1880, 
the MRA purchased the lease 


of the Coach’s Award was sen- 
ior Molly = MacDonald 
(Pelham, NH). JUNIOR 
COLLEEN BROTHERS

from Boston & Lowell Railroad. 
The club, then, began to grow. 
The initial two targets sta- 
tioned 200 yards away expand- 
ed to 12. One target 500 yards 
away became six. Finally, one 
target at 1,000 yards away 
turned into four. 

Seven years following the 
purchase of the lease, a 50-yard 
range with eight positions 
opened. (primarily for pistol 
and. revolver matches). 
Thirteen years after that, in 
1900, another range opened 
with three positions at a dis- 
tance of 25 yards. 

The rifle club hosted many 
people, from your average citi- 
zen to pioneers and innovators. 
Some of the more famous peo- 
ple to belong to the MRA were 
Harry M. Pope, inventor of the 
precision rifle barrels, and 
author Arthur Corbin Gould 
who published “The Rifle” in 
1885 (the forerunner to the 
NRAs “The Rifleman” and 
“American Rifleman”). 

Although the club has 
undergone some changes, it 
still remains on “Walnut Hill” 
in Woburn. It offers firearm 
safety classes to members and 
the general public, plus pro- 
vides its membership with 
facilities that include the origi- 
nal club house along with sev- 
eral pistol, rifle and shotgun 
ranges. 

Currently, the MRA hosts 
more than 1,000 members. To 
become a member, one must 
fill out an application, schedule 
an appointment for orientation 
and interview, attend the orien- 
tation, and participate in the 
member interview. Fees are 
$125 for initiation plus $170 for 
the first years dues.

CORNBREAD 


Makes 1 medium bread 


2 cups corn kernels, 
fresh or frozen 


. 2/3 cup fine yellow 
cornmeal 
. 1. teaspoon baking 
powder 


1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 cup pine nuts, toast- 


1 rounded teaspoon 
chopped fresh sage leaves 
1 scallion, sliced 


1 cup unbleached all- 
purpose flour 


1/4 cup corn oil 


2 extra-large eggs 
1 - cup buttermilk 
1 pat of butter 


1 9-inch cast iron, 
ovenproof skillet or an 8 
inch square cake pan 

Preheat the oven to 350 F. 


Put the corn kernels, 
cornmeal, baking powder, 
salt, pine nuts, sage, scal- 
lion, and flour in a large 
bowl and mix well. 

In a separate bowl, beat 
the oil with the eggs and 
buttermilk, then stir into 
the dry ingredients to make 
a thick batter. 

If you are using the skil- 
let, heat the pan with the 
pat of butter in the oven 
until feaming — about 3 min- 
utes. If you are using a cake 
pan, then grease it well. 

Pour the batter into the 
hot skillet or the prepared 
pan and bake in the oven for 
about 20 minutes until firm 
to the touch and a toothpick 
inserted into the center 
comes out clean. Serve 
while still warm, either 
straight from the skillet or 
turned out of the pan onto a 
cutting board. and cut into 
large squares.

~ What's behind dental cavities? 


Cavities are a problem for adults and children alike. 
Some people seem more susceptible to cavities than others, 
and the pH of the mouth and other factors may play a role 
in the formation of cavities. 

The number of dental caries, or cavities, increases with 
age. According to the National Institute of Dental and 
Craniofacial Research, dental decay remains the most 
prevalent chronic disease in both children and adults, even 
though it is largely preventable. Although it may seem like 
children who love sugar would have the highest rate of cav- 
ities, data actually shows that 92 percent of adults in the 
U.S. age 20 to 64 have dental caries in their permanent 
teeth and an average of 3.28 missing teeth. Canadian oral 
health statistics indicate that 96 percent of adults have den- 
tal caries. 


- What causes a cavity? 

Bacteria is the main culprit behind cavities. Bacteria 
migrate into the mouth and are constantly present on the 
gums, teeth and tongue. While most oral bacteria are not 
harmful, certain types can prove troublesome. Bacteria 
attach to the enamel of the teeth and eventually start to 
form a colony. Proteins present in saliva mix with the bac- 
teria, which then forms a hard layer on the tooth known as 
plaque. 

- Sugar plays a role in the process because the bacteria 
use sugar as a food source. The sugar also helps them stick 
to the tooth surface, making it more difficult for bacteria to 
be cleared away with saliva. As bacteria eat the sugar, they 
produce waste, which is acidic. Over time, this acid can 
wear away at the tough enamel on teeth, making it porous. 
These holes can become bigger, eventually forming what is 
known as a cavity. 

It may take a while before you realize you have a cavity 
because the enamel of the tooth doesn't have nerve fibers. 
But once the cavity becomes large enough to expose the 
sensitive dentin within, pain ensues. 


. Preventing cavities

ing regularly to remove extra bacteria from the teeth, and 
preventing them from attaching and building up on the 
teeth. 


Regular dental check-ups and cleanings also play a pre- 
ventative role. Dentists have equipment that can effective- 
ly clean teeth in areas that can sometimes be difficult to 
keep clean with just manual brushing. 


High susceptibility to cavities 
Medications and biology can affect the pHof a person's 


mouth and contribute. to the formation of dental caries. 
When pH drops, demineralization of the tooth enamel 


occurs and cavities form. Some forms of bacteria con-. 


tribute to tooth decay more than others. 


As mentioned, sugar feeds bacteria growth. Research by 
the American Academy of Pediatric Dentistry has found 
that it's not often the amount of sugar eaten at a given 
time, but the frequency of sugar exposure that can lead to 
cavities. Sucrose, it seems, is bacteria's prefered energy 
source. Saliva production is important for keeping bacteria 
at bay. Individuals who produce less bacteria, due to med- 
ication or their physical history, may be more susceptible 
to cavities. 


Dental caries are a common health problem. Knowing 


what causes them can help with prevention.
